The  following  Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with 
instructions  given  in  Circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  dated  18th  October,  1935,  and  will  be  an  Ordinary 
Report.  ^Matters  which  are  specially  referred  to  in  the 
Circular  will  be  found  enumerated  and  dealt  with  in  this 
Report. 

I regret  to  repoi’t  an  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  our  figure  this  year  being  57.12  as 
compared  with  39.22  last  year,  but  com]:)ares  with  the 
average  of  57  for  Pbigland  and  Wales.

The  Industrial  Class  includes  sho])-keepers  and  trades- 
men f'cnerally,  who  are  enj^afifed  in  business,  shippinif.  or  in 
the  eommereial  undertakings. 

People  of  indej)endent  means  form,  perhaps,  a larger 
proportion  than  is  usual.  The  mildness  of  the  climate,  and 
the  natural  beauty  of  the  neighbourhood  and  proximity  to 
the  sea,  with  facilities  for  yachting,  etc.,  offer  inducement 
to  many  to  retire  here. 

The  Migratory  Population  varies  with  the  season,  and  is 
represented  by  that  lluctuating  ]K)pulation  which  comes 
here  either  for  reasons  of  health  or  ])leasure,  also  the  male 
working  class  popidation  varies  according  to  the  amount 
of  work  at  the  Docks.

During  the  year  310  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1925.  Of  this  number,  177  were  found  to  be 
in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation  ; 20  with  defects 
remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Housing  Acts  ; 
and  113  were  found  to  be  totally  unfit.

Gentlemen, 

In  .submitting  to  you  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough,  I have  had  careful 
regard  to  the  guidance  given  in  the  Circular  No.  1,492, 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  this  ]iur])ose,  and  also 
to  the  matter  given  in  jjrevious  reports.  Repetition  of 
explanation  or  comment  has  been  a^■oided  wherever  jjossible. 
The  Report  is  set  out  on  similar  lines  to  the  past  eight 
years  so  as  to  facilitate  reference  or  comparison  with  these 
if  so  desired. 

• 

Action  under  the  Plousing  Acts  has  continued  with 
unabated  zeal  during  1935  and  has  centred  mainly  on 
Clearance  Areas  with  a few  Individual  Houses. 

An  inquiry  was  held  b)'  an  Inspector  re]:)resenting  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  2nd  OctolDcr,  1935.  Objections 
to  the  making  of  the  Demolition  Orders  were  heard  and 
afterwards  the  Inspector  visited  the  premises.  The  Orders 
were  confirmed  in  respect  of  all  the  houses,  which  included 
five  Clearance  Areas  comjn’ising  17  dwellings,  occupied  by 
33  families  with  a total  of  116  persons  ; in  addition  to  the 
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above  inquiry  tlie  1935  jirogramme  includes  the  demolition 
of  2 individual  houses  with  2 families  consisting  of  5 persons. 
A total  of  19  dwellings,  35  families  and  121  persons. 

Insj)ections  and  Surveys  were  also  luadc  for  our  1936 
Programme,  which  includes  the  demolition  of  houses,  in 
10  Clearance  Areas  and  9 Individual  Houses,  which  will 
necessitate  the  re-housing  of  130  families,  consisting  of  480 
persons. 

The  year’s  work  in  Housing  shows  no  slacking  and 
although  it  is  at  the  expense  to  some  extent  of  other  jdiases 
of  Sanitary  Administration,  it  is  “ good  work  and  long 
ovei'due  1 ” At  the  same  time,  I am  afraid  that  unless 
the  Council  take  strong  action  with  regard  to  the  Demolition 
of  Jhiildings  and  the  Clearance  of  Sites,  we  are  likely  to 
have  a town  more  unsightly  and  dilai)idated  than  allowing 
the  houses  to  remain  tenanted. 


Many  of  the  houses  included  in  the  1931  Programme 
are  still  statuling,  and  in  some  eases  no  effort  has  been 
made  towards  demolition. 


The  Local  Authority  has  built  556  houses.  81  of  which 
were  to  re-house  tenants  displaced  under  the  1931  and 
1935  programmes  of  the  Housing  Act.  1930.  IVe  have 
still  a waiting  list  of  351  applicants  for  Council  houses. 

During  the  year  176  dwelling-houses  were  eertilied 
as  fit  for  habitation.  They  were  situated  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  nuisances  reported  was  287, 
and  of  these  281  have  been  abated  in*  acklition  to  7 left 
over  from  1934.  In  many  instances  one  notice  apjilics  to 
a number  of  nuisances.  The  notices  above  do  not  include 
those  served  under  the  Housing  Acts.  The  number  of 
complaints  received  was  111  and  in  every  case  a visit  was 
paid  to  the  premises  complained  of  and  a thorough  in- 
vestigation was  made.  11  had  reference  to  nuisances 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  ; 20  had  reference  to  bad 
housing  conditions  ; 13  proved  on  investigation  to  be  un- 
founded ; 15  were  handed  over  to  other  departments  ;

During  1935  the  average  daily  eonsumption  within 
the  Borough,  for  all  j)urposes,  was  665,955  gallons. 

The  number  of  Trade  supplies  for  the  year  1935  equalled 
539.  The  number  of  Domestic  supplies  for  the  year  1935 
equalled  4,871. 

During  the  year  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  in 
Beacon  Road,  Bay  View  Crescent,  Penrose  Road,  Penwerris 
Lane,  Pennance  Road,  Trevethan  Rise,  Boslowick  Road 
and  Dracaena  Avenue.

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  made  at  Dracaena  Avenue. 
Fox’s  r.ane,  Polwithen  Road,  Pennance  Road,  Old  Hill 
and  Femvick  Road. 

All  new  drains,  whether  in  conjunction  with  new  houses 
or  e.xisting  buildings,  arc  inspected  and  tested  by  the  staff 
of  this  Dc))artment  before  being  covered  in. 

131  new  drains  were  inspected  during  the  year,  of 
which  9 were  disai)provcd. 

7 old  drains  were  tested,  4 of  which  were  found  to 
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be  clel’cctivo  ; I would  like  to  stress  tlie  need  for  all  residents 
to  rejiort  any  persistent  bad  smell  to  the  Sanitary  lns})eetor’s 
Department,  whose  ollieers  will  treat  the  comjjlaint  eon- 
hdentially  and  make  immediate  investifration. 

The  Sewerafjfe  ^Vorks  at  Swanvale  have  eontinued  to 
function  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  during 
the  year. 

No  effluent  tests  have  been  made,  as  these  were  con- 
sidered unnecessary. 

Five  cart  loads  and  seven  lorry  loads  of  sludge  have 
been  dried  and  disposed  to  gardeners. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Apart  from  the  area  recently  added  to  the  Borough, 
all  houses,  with  the  exception  of  a few,  arc  connected  to 
the  sewers  on  the  water  carriage  system.

(a) — Milk  Supply. 

Number  of  dairy  farms,  18  ; with  ap])roximatelj'^  218 
cows.  Number  of  lle<fistere(l  Purveyors  deliveriiif^ 
milk  from  door  to  door,  79.  Number  of  ^^’lK)lesalc 
Traders,  19,  eiolit  of  whom  are  Producei's  in  the 
Horou^h.  There  are  also  24  sho])s  re<fistered  for 
the  sale  of  Milk  and  t!ream. 

We  have  two  purveyors  retailinfr  Grade  A Milk 
and  four  retailint;  Grade  A.  T.T.  Milk.  It  should 
be  clearly  understood  that  althouffh  milk  may  be 
sold  in  bottles  it  does  not  neces.sarily  mean  that  it 
reaches  a hiyh  standard  of  purity. 

Thirty-seven  Samples  of  milk  have  been  sent  to  Seale 
Ilayne  Af^rieultural  ('olle<(e,  Newton  .\bbot,  for 
Jlaeteriolojrieal  Examination,  all  of  whieh  were 
taken  from  our  own  Producers. 

For  the  size  of  the  'I'own  there  is  a lar<re  number  of 
Milk  Distributors,  the  total  nundwr  of  .Milk  Pur- 
veyors bcin^  79  and,  with  the  exeej^tion  of  two 
Purveyors,  all  su])plies  arc  delivered  once  daily. 
Forty-five  Samples  have  been  taken  under  the  .Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Order,  1923.  at  the  request  of 
the  Minister  of  Health,  for  the  jiurposes  of  the  arrange- 
ments mentioned  in  Circulars  3.50  and  . 408.  41 

conformed  to  the  Bacteriological  Standard  required 
for  Grade  A.  (T.T.)  Milk. 

The  old  prejudice  against  use  of  Cooled  Milk  is.  I 
am  glad  to  say,  gradually  waning.  In  their  own 
interest  consumers  should  insist  on  a siqiply  of 
milk  which  has  been  properly  cooled,  thus  cheeking 
the  rapid  growth  of  organisms  in  the  same. 

During  the  year  one  Purveyor  was  jirosecutcd  for 

(1)  Not  being  registered  as  Retail  Purveyor 
and 

(2)  for  permitting  a live  animal  to  be  in  the 
vehicle  at  the  same  time  as  milk. 

A fine  of  ten  shillings  was  imjwsed  in  each  case. 

Under  the  County  of  Cornwall  Act.  1929.  all  Manu- 
facturers, Vendors  and  Dealers  in  Ice  Cream  are 
recpiired  to  be  registered,  and  also  their  premises. 
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])iirin<T  the  year  .‘3  applieatioiis  were  recei\ecl  for 
rej^istratioH,  all  of  whieli  were  recfistered,  briiigin<f 
the  total  number  of  Hejfistered  Dealers,  ete.,  to  40. 
Periodical  insj)cetioiis  are  made  of  the  premises 
where  lec  Cream  is  j)reparcd  or  sold,  includin'^  those 
of  hawkers’  carts.  On  the  whole,  1 am  glad  to  say 
that  our  rc(iuirements  are  carried  out  and  the  j)remises 
kept  clean.  No  sani])lcs  have  been  taken  for  ex- 
amination of  Tubercle  bacilli,  and  no  action  has 
been  necessary  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Order,  1923. 


(b) — Meat,  etc. 

In  this  Borough  all  animals,  except  pigs,  must  be 
slaughtered  by  humane  methods.  One  case  was 
noted  where  the  butcher  reverted  to  the  old  method, 
and  a])])rojn’iatc  action  was  taken. 

We  have  only  one  slaughter  house,  which  was  visited 
194  times  and  the  following  carcases  have  been 
inspected  : — 

Bullocks,  263  ; Heifers,  30  ; Calves,  9.5  ; Sheep, 
97  ; Lambs,  420. 
as  a result  of  which 

14  Beasts’  Livers,  2 Lungs,  and  2 Sheeps’  Plucks 
were  found  diseased  and  were  surrendered  at  the 
time  and  destroyed. 

The  butchers’,  fishmongers’  and  greengrocers’  shops 
in  the  Borough  have  been  kept  under  observation 
and  inspected  during  the  year. 

Small  quantities  of  unsound  meat,  fruit,  vegetables 
and  fish  have  been  submitted  by  tradesmen  for 
examination,  and  in  all  cases  when  the  articles  were 
proved  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  they 
were  volimtarily  surrendered  for  destruction. 

The  occasional  slaughter  of  pigs  is  permitted  and  in 
such  cases  notices  have  been  given  to  the  Local 
Authority,  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regula- 
tions, 1924,  and  15  Pigs  have  been  slaughtered  and 
inspected. 

Sj)eaking  generally,  the  bakehouses  are  maintained 
in  a clean  condition  and  few  complaints  have  been 
receiv^ed.

General  Closing  Hours. 

Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  ,Vct,  1928.  Section  1. 

The  “ general  closing  hours  ” of  shops  arc  as  follow  - 

On  one  day  of  tlie  week  (referred  to  as  the  “ late  day  ”) 
which  shall  be  Saturday  unless  the  Local  Authority  has  by 
order  fixed  some  other  day.  CAcry  sho])  shall  be  closed  for 
the  serving  of  customers  not  later  than  9 p.m. 
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On  any  other  da}^  of  tlic  week  every  shop  shall  l)e  closed 
for  the  servinj^  of  customers  not  later  than  S p.ni. 

Local  Authorities  may  appoint  different  late  days  for 
different  classes  of  shops,  different  parts  of  the  distriet 
or  different  ])eriods  of  the  year. 

If  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  the  early  elosint;  day 
(i.e.,  the  weekl}’  half  holiday)  had  been  fixed  by  the  Local 
Authority  some  other  day  must  be  fixed  for  the  late  day. 

^Vith  regard  to  the  Sho])s  Act,  193-1,  which  was  brought 
before  the  General  Purposes  Committee  on  the  7th  February, 
1935,  but  was  deferred,  I believe  that  I am  right  in  stating 
that  this  Aet  has  not  yet  seen  daylight  in  the  llorongh. 

Under  this  Act  the  Sanitary  Inspeetor  of  a local  autho- 
rity is  required  to  deal  with  the  provisions  only  so  far  as 
relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  eon- 
veniences. 

This  arrangement  would  appear  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  actual  framing  of  the  Acts  ; the  general  Shops 
Acts  Law,  i.e.,  hours  of  employment,  assistant’s  half  holidays, 
closing  orders,  etc.,  will  be  undertaken  by  Shops  Ins]>cctors.

Shopkeepers  in  Falmouth  are  very  fortunate  in  having 
a free  daily  collection  of  their  refuse.  Their  apjireciation 
might  be  expressed  in  a practical  form  by  the  compression 
of  bulky  packing  materials  into  parcels  of  a reasonable  and 
handy  size. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  is  augmenting 
the  work  of  the  Cleansing  Dejjartment,  and  to  keep  costs 
down  in  face  of  continual  growth  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult.
